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BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETING MINUTES 


The meeting was called to order at the 
7:30 PM at the home of MDARC Club 
President, Dick, AA6DL. Visitors 
included Ray Gaschk, KD6BLS, Dick 
Brown, KT6X, George Roush, 
WB60FH, Bertha Roush, KE6ELP, 
Paul Girard, KC6TZU, and Sam 
Lipsome, KO6JR. 


The minutes of the last meeting were 
approved as written and read at the 
meeting. Membership Chairman 
George, KI6YK, announced that the 
membership stood at 612 and that he 
had received 221 renewals to date. 
Excluding the members who had 
joined since October, 5/5 members 
would need to renew to have 100%, 
an event not likely to happen. The 
issue of the drawing from the first 100 
renewals was discussed. It was 
agreed that the incentive was to get 
early renewals, with the reward of a 
free membership in the Rocky Ridge 
Repeater Group. Therefore, those 
joining since October would not be 
included as they had not renewed. 


George, WB6OFH, advised that he 
had 177 signed up for the Christmas 
Party. Secretary Richard, WASHQ4J, 
told the group that based upon his 
discussion with the restaurant that we 
could handle a few last minute 
members, not to exceed a total of 180. 
The Board voted to increase the 
number of prizes to be given out 
because our expenses otherwise 
would not be as high as budgeted. 
Accordingly, authorization was given 
to buy up to $100 in See’s candy and 
$50 in other hardware type prizes. 
Secretary Richard agreed to purchase 
the candy and Member Dick, KT6X, 
agreed to buy the other items.

The Board noted the comments and 
the source. Dick also gave a detailed 
report of the recent Director's meeting. 


Treasurer Stan, WU6P, gave the 
treasurer's report and advised that he 
would have the year end report in the 
CARRIER. A discussion was held 
concerning the advisability of 
investing more funds in money market 
accounts. The comment was made 
that the next slate of officers and new 
treasurer would be in place in two 
weeks and it might be prudent to allow 
them to make the decision. It should 
be noted that Sian nad found a very 
favorable rate and term and this was 
not the issue. It was a case of 
whether it was proper to make such a 
commitment just prior to the new 
officer's terms. It was decided to wait. 


The MDARC Scholarship program 
was discussed. It was pointed out 
that we are not getting the responses 
we would like.

It was 
agreed that we should re-examine our 
program. 


Based upon the costs of prizes for the 
1994 Christmas Party, it was moved, 
seconded and passed that we would 
increase the budget for 1995 by $300. 


The matter of the pending Pleasant 
Hill Antenna ordinance was discussed. 
It was agreed that we had some 
expertise in these matters but that we 
needed the Pleasant Hill amateurs to 
take the lead with their city council. A 
number of names of persons who 
might become _ involved were 
proposed, including the Pleasant Hill 
Police Amateur Radio Club. 


Ray, KD6BLS, was at the meeting to 
explore the possibility of our taking an 
advertisement for his antenna 
products. After some discussion, it 
was decided that the costs and other 
factors should be studied before 
making any commitment to publish 
more ads. 


George, KIGYK, advised those present 
that he needed the officers lists from 
our various organizations prior to 
January 31, 1995. lt was also 
reported that the new WE6CX-3 
Keyboard-to-Keyboard digipeater was 
in place on Rocky Ridge. This was all 
accomplished in less than 30 days 
through the hard work of a number of 
people. Barry Winkler, KC6WYA, was 
directly involved and it was the wish of 
the Board that he be recognized for 
his accomplishment. 


It was agreed that the next meeting 
would be held January 23, 1995, at 
the home of Vice President John 
Stuart, KM6QX.
